261—20.4(260G) Funding allocation.
20.4(1) Base allocation.
a. Funds for ACE program job credits and capital costs projects shall be allocated among the

community colleges in the state for the fiscal years and in the amounts specified in Iowa Code chapter
260G and these rules.

b. Community colleges shall submit program agreements to access allotted funds. The program
agreement shall document the findings of the community college that all ACE eligibility requirements
have been met.

20.4(2) Alternate allotment. If a community college fails to commit any of its allotment by April 1
of the fiscal year, the funds for that community college will be allocated to other community colleges
based upon need as described in these rules. Program job credits are considered to be committed if there
is a signed program agreement in place or if there is a statement of intent in place that states that a signed
program agreement will be in place by May 1 of the fiscal year.
